Recreation  Dept.  Head  Meets 
With  OMI  at  Ocean  View 


After  two  years  of  arduous 
effort  by  the  OMI  Child  Care 
Committee,  a  Children’s  Cen¬ 
ter'1  has  at  last  opened  in  the 
OMI  area  at  Temple  Metho¬ 
dist  Church,  1000  Shields 
Street,  for  pre-school  and 
elementary  school  children 
whose  families  meet  the 
State’s  income  eligibility  re¬ 
quirements. 

The  Center  can  accommo¬ 
date  120  children,  but  as  of 
the  middle  of  July,  only  26 
children  were  enrolled  with 
the  majority  of  those  coming 
from  areas  other  than  OMI. 
According  to  Mrs.  Theresa 
Mahler,  Director,  Children’s 
Centers  Division,  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  Unified  School  District, 
it  is  impractical  to  run  the 
Center  unless  it  is  operating 
near  to  full  capacity.  She  is 
hopeful,  however,  that  the  en¬ 
rollment  will  improve  once 
people  become  aware  of  the 
service. 

The  Children's  Center  is  a 
year-round  operation  and  is 
open  from  7:00  to  6:00  p.m., 
Monday  through  Friday.  Any 
eligible  family  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  may  use  the  Center. 


Joseph  Caverly^  General 
Manager  of  the  Park  and 
Recreation  Department,  met 
with  a  number  of  youths  and 
adults  from  the  OMI  Com¬ 
munity  at  the  Ocean  View 
Playground  on  July  14  to  dis¬ 
cuss  the  restoration  of  the 
gymnasium  at  that  location. 


Bob  McMains,  vice  presi¬ 
dent  of  the  OMI  Association, 
chaired  the  informal  meeting 
in  the  absence  of  President 
Clarence  Bryant. 

Mr.  Caverly  reported  that  it 
would  cost  a  minimum  of 
$194,000  to  repair  the  damages 
to  the  gym  caused  by  the  re¬ 
cent  fire.  (It  has  since  been 
learned  that  the  fire  was  the 
result  of  arson.)  Extending 
beyond  the  gym  to  other 
damages  throughout  the  play¬ 
ground,  the  repairs  would  cost 
$254,000.  This  money  would 
only  be  available  through  an 
emergency  supplemental  bud¬ 
get.  A  request  for  such  funds 
would  have  to  be  directed  to 
the  Park  Commission,  which 
meets  on  August  13,  and  then

Sunday,  July  12,  a  small 
force  of  volunteers  collected 
$660  for  OMI  in  door-to- 
door  solicitation. 

A  cross  section  of  the  com¬ 
munity  was  covered  as  a  fol¬ 
low-up  to  the  article  “OMI 


okayed  by  the  mayor,  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  comptroller, 
passed  by  the  finance  commit¬ 
tee  and  then  finally  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

The  youth,  however,  vocif¬ 
erously  demanded  that  a  new 
gym  be  built.  Mr.  Caverly 
said  that  while  repairing  was 
a  possibility,  there  were  no 
funds  available  for  rebuilding. 
“More  money,”  he  stated,  “is 
spent  for  recreational  facili¬ 
ties  in  the  OMI  than  in  any 
other  San  Francisco  area.” 
He  continued,  “I  have  never 
seen  vandalism  as  bad  as  at 
Ocean  View  Playground.” 

Ted  Bryant  from  the  Youth 
Opportunity  Center  suggested 
the  Community  Facilities  Pro¬ 
gram,  which  is  funded  by 
Housing  and  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment,  as  a  possible  source  of 
funds. 

Mayor  Alioto,  in  a  rap  ses¬ 
sion  the  following  day  with 
representatives  from  “Youth 
For  Service”  (OMI  repre¬ 
sentatives  were  not  present) 
said  that  his  office  is  looking 
for  money  to  replace  the  gym 
and  is  planning  alternative 
recreational  programs  for 
youngsters  in  the  area.

No  Funds 
From  EOC 

OMI  will  not  receive  funding 
in  the  form  of  Economic  Op¬ 
portunity  Council  (EOC) 
money  at  the  present  time.  A 
directive  from  Rodgers  Betts, 
Regional  Director  of  the  Of¬ 
fice  of  Economic  Opportunity 
(OEO),  instructed  the  San 
Francisco  EOC  that  “Except 
for  The  Youth  Development 
Program,  the  EOC  shall  not 
implement  any  new  programs 
during  the  four  month  funding 
period.”  Other  community 
program  proposals  within  the 
city  were  also  turned  down  be¬ 
cause  of  this. 

According  to  Jack  Morrison, 
Director  of  Planning  of  the 
San  Francisco  Economic  Op¬ 
portunity  Council,  during  the 
next  four  months  the  entire 
EOC  program  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  will  be  reorganized.  Pro¬ 
grams  presently  being  funded 
will  receive  funds  during  this 
four  month  period.  In  Septem¬ 
ber  EOC  hopes  to  begin  again 
to  provide  12  month  funding 
blocks. 

Mr.  Morrison  could  give  no 
assurance  that  OMI  would 
receive  funds  in  September, 
but  encouraged  OMI  to  sub¬ 
mit  a  new  proposal  for  evalua¬ 
tion. 


OMI  Protests 


A  letter  of  protest  was  sent 
to  Mayor  Alioto  by  OMI  upon 
hearing  of  the  proposed  trans¬ 
fer  of  Captain  J.  William  Con¬ 
roy  from  the  Ingleside  Police 
Station  to  City  Prison. 

The  letter  stated  that  the 
OMI  community  is  vehe¬ 
mently  opposed  to  this  trans¬ 
fer  because  of  the  rapport 
between  the  police  department 
and  the  community,  due 
largely  to  the  efforts  of  Cap¬ 
tain  Conroy. 

The  Mayor’s  presence  at  a 
meeting  on  the  subject  was 
requested.

It  is  customary,  in  some  parts  of  OMI,  to  speak  sneeringly  of 
beautification  and  of  tree  planting.  It  is  said  that  with  the  many 
other  problems  of  overcrowding,  crime,  burned  out  gymnasium, 
housing  projects,  dope,  etc.,  etc.,  the  mere  idea  of  Beautifica¬ 
tion  seems  completely  unnecessary. 

Let  those  who  speak  contemptuously  of  the  work  of  this  excel- 
ent  committee  consider  some  pretty  serious  aspects  of  its  work. 
OMI  is  concerned,  among  other  things,  with  PRIDE  in  our 
community.  Without  pride,  there  cannot  be  any  self-respect,  no 
feeling  of  worth,  no  real  sense  of  values.  Perhaps,  more  than 
any  other  group,  the  Beautification  committee  has  helped  make 
OMI  a  place  where  people  can  be  proud  to  live.  They  don’t  have 
to  apologize  when  they  bring  friends  into  the  neighborhood. 
Their  children  can  grow  up  in  tree  lined  streets.  The  bleak  and 
barren  character  of  so  much  of  San  Francisco  is  beginning  to 
be  relieved  here.  We  are  starting  to  bring  a  sense  of  warmth 
and  belonging  to  our  neighborhood. 

Just  in  the  past  month,  Mr.  Zimmerman,  our  chief  tree- 
planter,  appeared  on  a  major  T.V.  network  on  prime  time,  and 
there  was  a  large  article  in  the  Chronicle  about  his  work.  This 
has  given  OMI  invaluable  publicity. 

We  suggest  that  those  who  belittle  the  beautification  efforts 
of  OMI  put  their  shoulders  to  the  wheel,  and  take  a  more  posi¬ 
tive  appi’oach  to  our  area’s  problems.  The  committee  meets 
on  the  third  Wednesday  of  the  month  at  the  OMI  office.

With  Assemblyman  Leo  McCarthy 

California  has  a  new  budget.  It’s  a  record  again  at  6.59  billion 
dollars. 

As  you  know  from  the  many  news  reports,  there  was  a  delay 
in  passing  the  budget  because  of  the  Democrats’  insistence  on 
more  property  tax  relief  and  more  money  for  schools.  This 
ended  in  a  deadlock  on  June  30. 

The  Governor  attempted  to  present  a  situation  wherein  the 
State  would  disintegrate  financially  if  his  budget  was  not  passed 
into  law  on  time  June  30.  He  claimed  vital  State  service  would 
come  to  a  screeching  halt. 

Not  so!  Those  of  us  in  Sacramento  know  that  this  was  a  diffi¬ 
cult  situation  but  in  no  way  was  a  financial  crisis  in  great 
magnitude  caused  by  the  failure  to  enact  a  budget  until  July  4. 

Assembly  Democrats  were  successful  in  adding  language 
which  will  prevent  any  increase  in  local  property  taxes  due  to 
underfunding  of  State  public  assistance  costs  in  the  budget.  The 
other  partial  success  consisted  of  getting  an  additional  $102 
million  for  schools.  This  is  too  little  but  it  may  keep  them  going 
until  a  complete  study  can  be  made  of  California  s  education 
needs. 

By  July  5,  any  difficulties  stemming  from  the  delay  in  pas¬ 
sage  were  hastily  overcome  and  there  has  been  no  knowledge  of 
severe  financial  hardship  to  the  State.  Despite  claims  to  the 
contrary,  as  you  all  know  too  well,  the  State  continued  to  collect 
its  taxes  even  though  it  had  no  budget. 

Now  let’s  take  a  quick  look  at  the  California  State  Budget. 

Since  the  first  of  the  year  when  the  Governor  presented  the 
fourth  budget  of  his  career  to  the  Legislature,  fiscal  committees 
of  both  the  Assembly  and  the  Senate  have  gone  over  it  thor¬ 
oughly  item  by  item.  No  other  piece  of  legislation  has  as  much 
impact  on  governmental  spending  and  the  economy  and  no 
other  bill  is  given  as  much  time,  energy,  debate,  and  study  by 
the  Legislature  as  the  annual  budget  bill. 

At  over  6  billion  dollars,  California’s  State  Budget  is  the 
largest  budget  of  any  State  in  the  United  States.  It  is  the  12th 
largest  governmental  budget  in  the  world,  with  10  ol  the  11 
budgets  larger  than  California  belonging  to  nations.  U.S.,  Rus¬ 
sia,  West  Germany,  France,  England,  Italy,  Japan,  Canada, 
India,  and  Sweden.  New  York  City’s  budget  is  the  world’s  11th 
largest. 

California’s  ranking  as  the  12th  largest  budget  in  the  world 
should  not  be  surprising  if  you  consider  that  California’s  gross 
wealth  is  exceeded  by  only  five  governments  —  all  nations: 
U.S.,  Russia,  West  Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  France. 

Thus,  the  giant  1970-71  California  State  Budget  is  law.  Demo¬ 
cratic  Legislators  fought  to  prevent  approval  of  the  final  budg¬ 
et  but  were  unable  to  obtain  enough  concessions  to  correct 
some  obvious  deficiencies.  It  was  a  victory  for  property  owners 
and  a  partial  victory  for  our  school  children.

OMI  Community  Scores 
Important  Zoning  Victory 

William  Hogan  of  26  Holloway  Avenue  spoke  before  the  City 
Planning  Commission  on  July  2  in  successful  opposition  to  a 
proposed  re-zoning  of  four  lots  on  Lee  Street.  The  owners  of 
222  to  242  Lee  Street  had  requested  a  change  from  R-2  to  R-3 
zoning  in  order  to  construct  15  low  to  moderate  income  housing 
units. 

Mr.  Hogan  pointed  out  that  the  OMI  community  is  already 
over-crowded  and  that  our  schools,  in  particular,  cannot  absorb 
additional  students.  He  voiced  concern  that  this  type  of  housing 
would  increase  the  number  of  welfare  families,  thereby  adding 
to  an  already  disproportionate  number  in  this  area.  In  addition, 
he  noted  that  the  proposed  - : - - - 


building  would  be  three  stories 
high  and  with  the  threat  of  the 
hook  and  ladder  truck  being 
removed  from  the  OMI  Fire 
Station,  the  city  could  not 
offer  adequate  fire  protection. 
In  conclusion,  he  said  that 
there  was  not  sufficient  off- 
street  parking  planned  for  the 
units  due  to  its  proximity  to 
City  College. 

Mike  Mooney,  Co-ordinator 
for  the  OMI  Community  As¬ 
sociation,  elaborated  on  Mr. 
Hogan's  statements  by  saying, 
“The  city  is  not  co-operating 
in  our  efforts  to  make  OMI 
a  better  community  in  which 
to  live.  The  OMI  Association  is 
particularly  outraged  by  the 
flagrant  abuse  of  current 
zoning  restrictions  by  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Social  Services 
which  established  27  homes 
for  mentally  retarded  adults 
in  OMI  R-l  areas.  We  need 
encouragement  from  city 
agencies  to  help  us  maintain 
our  community  and  zoning  is 
a  fundamental  means.” 

At  the  conclusion  of  these 
arguments,  the  Planning  Com¬ 
mission  did  not  recommend 
the  proposal  and  assured  Mr. 
Mooney  that  the  Planning  De-

Neighbors  in  the  News 


Let's  Meet  Tom  Bullock 


As  many  OMI  residents 
'know,  the  complete  oval  that 
is  now  Urbano  Drive  in  Ingle- 
side  Terraces  was  originally 
a  horse-racing  track.  No  doubt 
that’s  the  reason  why,  some¬ 
time  late  in  the  19th  century, 
a  jockey  had  his  house  built 
not  far  away  at  280  Byxbee 
Street.  Being  small,  he  had 
it  built  to  size,  on  a  two-thirds 
scale. 

Because  of  its  steeply 
pitched  roof  and  the  down-hill 
grade,  the  small  size  of  the 
jockey’s  home  is  not  obvious. 
The  living-room  is  all  that  is 
left  of  the  original  house  (ex¬ 
cept  for  the  steps  and  front 
porch).  There  is  a  pot  hook  in 
the  fireplace,  indicating  that 
the  cooking  was  done  there. 

The  house  is  an  unusual  and 
delightful  place.  The  owner, 
Steve  Stevens,  had  done  a 
good  deal  of  restructuring  and 
strengthening;  but  he  was 
careful  not  to  meddle  with 
the  old-fashioned  latches  on 
some  of  the  doors,  or  the 
pieced  front  door.  Steve  com¬ 
ments  that  the  place  has 
usually  been  occupied  by  peo¬ 
ple  interested  in  the  arts. 

Tom  and  Jessie  Bullock, 
who  rent  the  house  now,  cer¬ 
tainly  fall  into  that  category. 
Tom  is  a  free-lance  film 
maker  who  has  been  working 
in  films  since  he  was  14.  His 
first  movie  was  a  low-budget 
western,  “The  Loose  Gun.” 
“The  producers,”  said  Tom, 
“had  only  one  horse,  which  the 
good  guys  and  bad  guys  had 
to  share.” 

Tom  recently  completed  a 
documentary  film  on  the  life 
of  Robert  Frost.  The  distribu¬ 
tion  has  not  been  arranged 
yet;  but  he  hopes  for  tele¬ 
vision  viewing.  Tom  was  di¬ 
rector  and  editor  for  the  film,

Fees  are  based  on  a  sliding 
scale  depending  upon  family 
income,  the  number  of  minor 
children  in  the  family  and  the 
number  of  hours  the  child  is 
enrolled.  These  fees  may 
range  from  two  cents  an  hour 
to  60  cents  an  hour. 

A  hot  dinner  is  served  at 
noon  in  addition  to  snacks  in 
the  morning  and  afternoon. 
Breakfast  will  be  provided 
once  kitchen  facilities  are  in¬ 
stalled  for  an  extra  charge  of 
$1.25  per  week. 

Parents  are  responsible  for 
getting  their  children  to  and 
from  the  Center.  The  Center, 
however,  will  escort  children 
to  and  from  Jose  Ortega 
School  once  the  school  year 
begins.  Children  attending 
other  schools  will  have  to 
transfer  to  Jose  Ortega  in 
order  to  attend  the  OMI  Cen¬ 
ter.  Miss  Clare  Howes,  Head 
Teacher  at  the  Children’s 
Center,  is  confident  that  Jose 
Ortega  can  absorb  the  addi¬ 
tional  students,  particularly 
at  the  lower  grade  levels. 

A  regular  Nursery  School 
program  is  provided  for  pre¬ 
school  children  with  creative 
activities,  music,  stories  and 
out-door  play.
